a second overcurrent protection circuit part configured to compare the output voltage 
of the current detection circuit part and the output voltage of the charge pump circuit 
part and reduce the output voltage and current of the constant voltage circuit part when 
the output voltage of the current detection circuit part is higher than the output voltage

even if the output terminal of the charge pump circuit part is short-circuited to groung, 
the output current of the charge pump circuit part can be redused to the desired current 
value, thereby increasing reliability.
